Szasz will give his lecture, 
“Psychiatry vs. Citizenship,” 
today, March 26, at 1:10 p.m. inthe 
Men's Gym. Szasz, a professor of 
psychiatry at the State University 
of New York, argues that our 
society's definition of mental 
illness is an attempt to de-politicize 
and de-moralize man. He feels that 
unless a crime is involyed, human 
differences “are none of the 
business of the state.” 


Ray Holds Evidence 
For King Conspiracy 


(ZNS) James Earl Ray, the con- 
vineted assassin of Doctor Martin 
Luther King, has told a reporter 
that there was a conspiracy to 
murder the civil rights leader. 

Ray, in an interview with 
newsman John South of the 
National Enquirer, says that he 
knows the “code-names” and 
telephone numbers of two other 
men he says were involved in 
King’s murder. Reporter South 
told Zodiac News that he inter- 
viewed Ray on two separate oc- 
casions at the Tennessee State 
Prison im recent months, the 
second time, last January 9th. 

During the first interview, says 
South, Ray refused to say 
anything. However, South said he 
was able to locate a “contact” 
whom Ray was acquainted with 
who then acted as a “go-between” 


and Ray opened up in the 
second interview 
As Ray tells it, when he 


travelled to Memphis on the day 
King was killed in April of 1968, he 
had no idea that an assassination 
was planned. He stated that he had 
been told. he was to be involved in 
an illegal gun-running scheme — 
and that he would be given money 
and a passport to travel abroad in 
exchange for his Participation.

Willie Brown, chairman of the 
Assembly Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, was forced to cancel his 
appearance at the legislative 
conference, “Equal Rights in the 
Marketplace” held at the Cas- 
mopolitan Hotel in Sacramento 
last Tuesday. 

Brown, said Conference Coor- 
dinator Barbra Erickson, had to go 
to San Francisco to attend a 
conference with Assembly Speaker 
Bob Moretti. 

Assemblyman John Dunlap 
spoke in Brown's place, discussing 
various topics of consumer 


concern. Declaring, “It’s important 
to have the right person represen- 
ting you,” he also emphasized that 
the public needs to elect the right 
people to office. 


Ray is quoted as saying he was 
in the vicinity of the murder site — 
but was not in the room from 
which the fatal shot was fired at 
King. He adds that he will testify at 
his retrial, if there is one, that there 
was another person with him at the 
time of the shooting. 

Ray added that he does not 
know the real names of the two 
alleged conspiracy leaders who he 
says were involved in the plot — 
but he says he does have their home 
telephone numbers — and that the 
telephone company would easily 
be able to trace down who heid 
those numbers back in 1968. Ac- 
cording to Ray, one of the alleged 


conspirators came from New 
Orleans and the second from Baton 
Rouge. 


Ray told South that he ts hold- 
ing back the specific telephone 
numbers and details as a bargain- 
ing chip in his attempts to win a 
new trial. Ray also stated that he is 
not talking in order to bring the 
truth to the public or help the 
police, or to set history straight: He 
said quite bluntly that he was 
revealing the evidence only to win 
his freedom. 

South, who visited Ray on 
those two occasions, says he per- 
sonally believes that Ray ts telling 
the truth 


Cancels Out 


He continued, saying, “You 
must also communicate with your 
representative or legislators.” 
Dunlap is a candidate for the new 
senate seat in the Sacramento area. 

Dunlap spoke during the even- 
ing session of the conference, 
which featured a no-host cocktail 
hour and dinner. His speech lacked 
effectiveness, however, as a result 
of poor acoustics, poor lighting 
and a lack of preparation due to 
such short notice. Erickson said of 
Dunlap, “He definitely was at a 
disadvantage from the very begin- 
ning.” 

The afternoon session featured 
numerous speakers from 
government and_ private 
Organizations in an open rap ses- 
sion and informal discussions.

As with the last meeting's 
Gerassi dilemma, the Student 


Senate felt left out when Don 
Yelverton, Campus Police Chief, 
informed them at their meeting 
that they were naive and that of- 
ficers covering registration at Sac 
State have worn guns for the past 
three semesters — even before his 
arrival. 


Yelverton came here from 
California State University, North- 
ridge. Formerly a city policemanin 
“Jersey”, he switched to the univer- 
sity situation five years ago. 
Yelverton grew up in the ghetto 
and has been shot twice on duty. 

He explained that students are 
afraid of guns because of the in- 
correct correlation drawn between 
the Ken and Jackson State 
shootings and what could happen 


The Changing Roles 
Of Men And Women 


“The Gender Trap” will be the 
focus of a one day conference 
March 30 to study the changing 
roles of men and women and the 
techniques available for studying 
such changes in the classroom. The 
workshop will examine sterotyping 
of both males and females and will 
discuss approaches the parent and 
the educator can take in dealing 
with such stereotyping. 

Over 30 university and public 
school instructors will make 
presentations to the conference. In- 
cluded are such diverse presen- 
tations as “What is masculinity?” 
by Donald Lee, instructor at 
Cosumnes River College; “Women 
and the Economy” by Dr. Vivian 
Green of the Economics 
Department of CSUS; “Pre- 
School Awareness with Slides,” by 
Robla School District 
Superintendent Roy Elms; and “I 
am Me” by Em Riggs of the State 
Department of Education. 

Le Nichols, vice-chairman ot 
the Communications Studies 
Department at CSUS, will discuss 
“Human Sexuality: Com- 
munication and Language Skills” 


and Dr. Lynn Haun, chair of 
Counselor Education at CSUS, 
will lead a role reversal game en- 
titled, “A Long Way Baby.” 

Other presentations on the 
program will include sexism in 
audio visual! material by Richard 
Rogers, head of the A/V 
Department of the Sacramento 
City Schools; employment bias by 
Nancy Stewart of the employment 
counseling firm Guidance Plus; 
women in literature by Ellen Smith 
of the CSUS English Department 
and by Alice Zopf of American 
River College; and a developing 
awareness of sexual stereotyping 
by Rosemary Neves, eighth grade 
teacher in the Sacramento City 
School District. 

The conference will be held at 
Mira Loma High School, 400 
Edison Ave., from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
and will offer the option of one unit 
of academic credit through the 
Continuing Education Office at 
CSUS. This effort to inform 
parents, students and teachers 
concerning sexual stereotyping in

at Sacramento State. He said the 
difference is that those involved 
were off campus security un- 
familiar with the special campus 
situation, that California campuses 
have never had a student killed by 
a campus policeman. and Califor- 
nia campus police are about 10 
tirne more efficiently trained than 
police’ of other state school 
systems. 

A campus peace officer in 
California must receive 400 hours 
of academy training, certified by 
the Peace Officer Standard Train- 
ing Bureau, as a minimum re- 
quirement. Many campuses, e.g. 
Sac State. required additional 
courses in the sociology of law en- 
forcement and an 80 per cent, 
rather than the minimum 70 per 
cent proficiency on shooting tests. 

Here, officers will be exposed to 
a battery of psychiatric tests and 
then go before an oral stress board 
in order to determine their 
threshold of tolerance level. Every 
two years officers must take ad- 
vanced officer's training. 

Money intended to better equip 
officers has already been ap- 
propniated by the Chancellor's of- 
fice in the amount of $175 per of- 
ficer for the purchase of leather. 
batons, handcuffs, guns and am- 
mo. Yelverton also would like to 
see the officers in a vehicle less 
vulnerable than the clumsy 
Cushmans they now drive. All of 
this is part of Yeiverton’s effort to 
upgrade the campus police from an 
archaic security force to a level of 
deterrence that will insure public 
safety. 

Inaccurate reports about rapes 
on campus have been heard here. 
Rumors cite as many as 118 rapes 
occurring here the past year. This 
led to a phone call to Yelverton 


from the police chief at U.C. Davis

CSUS seems to me to be an industry in itself. A harvesting, 


God on their side in their evangelis- 
tic crusade against Body Odor 
(B.O.}. They have a purpose, at 
least they do if you compare them 
to some of the totally useless 
products on the market 

The U.S. deodorant industry 
reports that Americans spend $475 
million a year on underarm 
products. Since there are 210 
million Americans with two 
armpits each, this works out to be 
about $1.13 per pit per year 

Underarm products have been 
built into super products appealing 
to the weakest of human 
characteristics. “Year after year,” 
says Ralph Nader, “in any in- 
dustry, the sellers become very 
acute in appealing to those feat ures 
of human personality that are 
easiest to exploit. Everyone knows 
what they are. It’s easier to exploit 
a person's sense ol fear, a person's 
sense of being ugly. a person's sense 
of smelling badly. than it is to ex- 
ploit a person's appraisal or ap- 
preciation of nutrition, and, shall 
we say. less emotive and more 
rational consumer value.” 

A Mitchum = anti-perspirant 
advertisement in the April issue of 
Plavhoy, page 30-31, beautifully 
exemplifies the masterful techni- 
ques of advertising. The two page 
spread (very costly) announces 
“the Mitchem Method” of con- 
trolling problem perspiration 
Even if you don’t have problem 
perspiration they plan to convince 
you that you can’t take the chance, 
a Boy Scout is always prepared 

In the first paragraph they 
immediately start expanding the 
meaning of sweat. “Life is 





r—— You Stink! ——, 


sweat... Ever notice the frosty vapor 
you exhale on a cold day?” (You 
guessed it.) “That's sweat.” They 
warp the concept just a bit too 
much. Next they will say urinating 
is a form of perspiration. | will ex- 
plain in much deeper depth what 
constitutes sweat later in the paper. 

After creating images of 
sweltering, moist uncomfortable 
sensations under arms, they hit you 
with the clincher. “Man or woman, 
if you think you have a 
perspiration problem, you have it.” 
(POOF) “It’s as simple as that.” 

Mitchum wants the buyer to put 
the magic formula on the night 
before so it can work a whole night. 
“In the morning. you can shower 
and rush off to the day’s activities 
And feel protected all day.” Ques- 
tion: When will it come off? Does it 
contain a latex epoxy compound 
to make it last so long? This is “the 
Mitchum Method.” 

Biologically, if you didn’t sweat 
you would very quickly lose your 
cool. You can't not sweat. There 
are about three million tiny eccrine 
sweat glands in the human body 
which do one of nature's most im- 
portant jobs prevent the body 
from over-heating. These openings 
secrete a clear odorless liquid com- 
posed of about 99 per cent water, 
one per cent salt, and trace quan- 
tities of other materials. When the 
water evaporates from the skin, it 
takes body heat and also keeps skin 
moist and supple 

Two types of glands compose 
the body's cooling system, eccrines 
and apocrines. The eccrine glands 
respond to two kinds of

Germany in the 1920's and °30's 
G.M., as an example, acquired 
Germany's largest automobile 
company — Adam Opel A.G. — in 
1929, he states. 


Snell reports that Hitler's 
government awarded the order of 
the Golden Eagle to a General 
Motors executive, and the Nazi 
German Eagle to a Ford executive 
for their compames’ contributions 
to the Nazi's expanding war 
machine in 1938 

When war broke out, says Snell, 
Hitler's administration did not 
confiscate many of the foreign con- 
trolied companies. Instead, 
American-owned subsidiaries were 
permitted to remain operating in 
private hands as long as they 
turned out tanks and planes 
instead of automobiles 

U.S. intelligence reports quoted 
by Snell found that subsidiaries 
owned by G.M. and Ford “built 
nearly 90 per cent of the armour 
“mule” three-ton half-tracks and 
more than 70 per cent of the 
Reich’s medium and heavy duty 
trucks.” Snell adds that G.M. sub- 
sidiaries in Germany manufac- 
tured bombers and jet engines for 
the Nazi Air Force that were far 
more advanced than anything 
G.M. was producing in the United 
States at the time. 

Snell states that the 
multinational corporations ap- 
parently were able to keep up con- 
tact during the war. He told 
senators: “Communications as well 
as material reportedly continued to 
flow for the duratton of the war 
between G.M. and Ford plants in 
allied countries and those located 
in Axis territories.” 

Snell says of the multinational 
corporations: “Due to their 
concentrated economic power in 
both economies, they were able to 
shape the conflict to their own

“The Black Terror,” the current 
Sons/Ancestors masterpiece, 
concerns a story many knew from 
the outside but few knew from the 
inside 

it isa play about the Black ter- 
rorist’ organizations of the late 
1960's, much like the Black Pan- 
thers. Although it is an exceilent 
script, it would be nothing without 
the superb acting ability of the cast 

In a nutshell. it is a story of a 
new recruit, Keusi Kifo, to the 
“Black Terror” who questions the 
“revolutionary zeal” of the group 
and suggests that they might have a 
death wish 

“A man who assasinates and 


gets away, lives to assasinate 
another day.” Keusi, played by 
Richard Newhouse. argues. He 


passes his initiation by killing the 
local honky police chief, Charles 
Savage, with his trusty cross-bow 

Most of the feelings of the 
Black Terror are displayed by the 
leading lady. M’Balia, played by 
Pat Gates. When Keusi joins ihe 
organization, she becomes his 


“wife” though her ideas of the word 
are somewhat different than his

M'Balra tells Keusi. “Doesn't mean 
| want to put something in it!”

Both Newhouse and Gates are 
outstanding in their roles. 


Thomas Ellis played Antar, the 
leader of Biack Terror, and played 
it very convincingly. Though the 
play seemed to suggest that 
perhaps the revolutionary ideal 
was not totally valid, Antar 
developed as a hero-figure. 


Ahmed, played by Thomas 
Jackson, was more violence- 
oriented than his leader, Antar. 
Jackson, with his deep, angry voice 
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and exceilent movements, was 
nothing short of awesome in his 
role. He often reached for his 
shoulder-strapped revolver at the 
slightest sign of dissent from any 
Black Terror members. This fur-

For some 2,398 university 
students, the answer to finding 
part-time or temporary work last 
year to help them through school.

The center operates only a refer- 
ral system and maintains no con- 
trol over who gets the jobs.

aware of what jobs are available 
and what the qualifications are. 

Students seeking assistance 
from the center must first review 
the large bulletin board outside the 
center to see if there is a job 
available of interest. If so, the 
student should then fill out an ap- 
plication and sign up to see a 
counselor.

Provides Jobs 


The counselors are available for 
assistance between 8:30 and 1 !:30 
a.m. and from | to 4 p.m. The 
counselors assist the students in 
deciding what their individual 
needs are, realize what knowledge 
and experience they have, and help 
them find the job for which they are 
best suited. 

Job referrals for the center are 
obtained primarily through the ef- 
forts of Barbra Humphrey. also 
from the center, who actively sear- 
ches for new prospects. In ad- 
dition, the center receives as- 
sistance from the local media 
which provide short public service 
announcements about the center. 

In addition to the regular refer- 
rals, the employment center also 
provides a special “iob information 
print out” which is received daily 
from the Human Resources 
Department (HRD). This print out 
outlines what jobs are available 
through the HRD. The list is in the 
main office of the center for those 
interested. 

The center has proven itself to 
be very effective. Last year, for ex- 
ample, female students receiving 
employment through the center 
earned over $717,000 while the 
men earned more than $920,000. 
These figures represent more than 
a 30 per cent increase over the 
previous year’s earnings.

Petey Dodson and Pat Vege are 
two enthusiastic young women 
who hope to establish the CSUS 
Children’s Center as a permanent 
service to university students. Both 
women {cel that there are people in 
the community that would come 
back to college if they could be as- 
sured of child care. “Child care and 
low cast housing are important 
parts of this campus — much more 
important than football.” said 
Dodson. 

Both Dodson and Vega fee! that 
child care service is especially im- 
portant to women.

Until 
recently. a law prohibited any 
university or college from using 
their funds for activities such as 
child care centers. But the revised 
version of the law failed to mention 
the state universities and college 
system.

Can Nixon Save Himself In The Senate?

Every aspect of American life 
and every American is feeling the 
effects of the Watergate affair. but 
no one as much as President 
Richard M. Nixon, claimed Time 
magazine's Washington corres- 
pondent. Hugh Sidey during a 
telelecture Monday 

“There has been a large quan- 
ium drop in his (Nixon's) support 
over the last few weeks.” Sidey 
said. “Anyone who gves around 
the country as much as I do canjust 
feel the animosity.” 

Sidey that 
appearances in Chicago, at the 
Grand Ole’ Opry, helped only to 
antagonize those who have already 
turned away from him, lose some 
who were undecided, and hurt 
those who have already been 
through so much with him 

There is probably a hard core 
support of 20 to 30 percent for Nix- 
on, but the question now, Sidey 
said, is, “can Nixon save himself in 
the Senate?” Nixon thinks he has 
the 34 Senators to stop an 
impeachment, but Sidey said that 
simply a call for impeachment 
from the House would lose these 
for Nixon. 

Sidey claims that Nixon. “Has 
betrayed himself over these last 
several months as a guilty man.” 
He said he believed that Nixon 
could not stand to have his 
criminality exposed. 

Instead, Sidey said that Nixon 
would resign and “try to make 
some kind of a case for the history 
books, that he has done some act of 
grace.” by stepping down.

Wall Street’s decline, Nixon's 
use of the oil embargo as a political 
weapon, and the changing of inter- 
national reltaions show, said 
Sidey, that “Watergate is on all of 
us.” If President Nixon is not 
impeached, Sidey said that he still 
felt that the nation would survive 

“But,” he added, “It is not im- 
possible in that time that the seed 
of our disintegration would be 
planted.” 


Sidey said that if an 
impeachment trial that was fair 
and open proved that Nixon was 
innocent or only” guilty” of 
nonfeasance,. that the country 
could then accept his presidency. 

Nixon, Sidey said, sees himself 
less as a public servant than as a 
public ruler. Sidey said that it 
comes “back to the limits on Mr. 
Nixon's intellect and sensitivity,” 
neither of which Sidey 
commended. 

Sidey said that he did not feel 
that the fall of President Nixon 
would mean the fall of the 
presidency. He said he felt it was a 
personal episode and that the man. 
his personality can never be 
separated from the ofiice. 

Touching other concerns, Sidey 
said that he had faith in Vice 
President Gerald Ford’s ability to 
take over the presidency. “I've 
never maintained that the 
presidency is that hard of a job.” 
He said that Ford's experience in 
Congress and his apparent honesty 
probably made him better 
prepared for the office than Nixon. 

Vice Presjdent Ford's poll 
popularity, Sidey said, 
demonstrates that the American 
people want a more ordinary man 
than Nixon; that they don’t want 
one of the “special ones” one of the 


’ briliant. The American people. he 


said, want a man with ordinary, 
practical reactions to problems 
Sidey also said that Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger, despite 
stories to the contrary, would not 
resign if Nixon were impeached. 
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He said that the President may 
try to force Kissinger to resign, in 
support of Nixon. “That would be 
a real test for the good doctor, he is 
a creation of Nixon.” But, Sidey 
said, that Kissenger loves the work 
and loves the blondes. 


In foreign affaws, Sidey said 
that he did not believe that the con- 


frontation between the United 
States and France during the oil 
embargo talks wasn anything new. 
He did say that that kind of in- 
dividual action could lead to 
disaster. Sidey also said that the 
Watergate affair would definitely 
limit President Nixon's capabilities 
in Moscow if he goes to the Soviet 
Union in June as planned.

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Nixon Campaign 


Contributors Become 
Ambassadors 


(ZNS) President Nixon stated, 
during a recent press conference 
that despite what some of his 
critics have been saying, am- 
bassadorships are not for sale in his 
administration. However, a report 
just released by the citizens’ lobby 
group, Common Cause, indicates 
that many of Mr. Nixon's biggest 
contributors were, in fact, 
nominated as ambassadors by the 
president 

Here are just a few of those 
listed by Common Cause: Walter 
Annenberg. the ambassador to 
Great Britain, gave $254,000 to the 
Nixon Campaign last year; Ruth 
Farkas, the ambassador to Luxem- 
bourg. gave $300,000; Henry Catto 
Jr.. named as Deputy Director to 
the Organization of American 
States. contributed $25,000, and 
Shelby Davis, the ambassador to 
Switzerland, donated $100,000 to 


the Nixon campaign 


Still others on the list are 
Vincent Dereulet, the ambassador 
to Jamaica; Dereulet’s family gave 
$80,000 and he himself con- 
tributed $53,000 to Nixon. Joseph 
Farland, the ambassador to Argen- 
tina, gave $10,000; Kingdom 
Gould, the ambassador to the 
netherlands. contributed $ 100.000; 
John Krehbiel, ambassador to 
Finland. came through with 
$30.000; and Arthur Watson. ap- 
pointed as ambassador to France, 
gave the Nixon committee 
$300,000. 


Common Cause’s figures in- 
dicate that these nine Nixon ap- 
pointees contributed nearly $1.5 
milion to the Nixon campaign 
and, says Common Cause, the list 
of names and contributions is a 
greal deal longer.

stimulation — thermal (heat} and 
emotional (fear, pain, tension, sex- 
ual excitement, etc.). The eccrine 
glands on the paims and soles 
constantly secrete small amounts 
of perspiration, but emotional 
stimulation causes the amount to 
increase. The eccrine glands in the 
underarms respond to both heat 
and emotions. Those on the rest of 
the body respond only to thermal 
stimulation except in cases of ex- 
treme emotional! stimulation, when 
the whole body may break out ina 
“cold sweat.” 

Apocrine glands function 
primarily in the hairy underarm 
region and number less than ec- 
crines. They are present ai birth, 
but remain dormant until puberty, 
and respond only to emotion. They 
peak with sexual 
diminish with old age. Young and 


old people have less problems with ° 


odor because of this cycle: It is 
thought the apocrine glands may 
have once functioned as sexual at- 
tractant similar to the way many 
animals attract the opposite sex. 
When stimulated the apocrine 
glands secrete a milky liquid tom- 
posed of complex organic 
materials. The originally odorless 
secretion provides a food supply 
for ever present bacteria, result: 
small. Simple soap and water quic- 
kly solves the problem, however. 
Histoncally, ever since Adam 
leaked his first drop of coolam man 
has secked ways to nd themselves 
of odor. The abundant use of per- 
fumes and essences of all sorts has

pliers for many years. Almost 100 
years ago the first trademark brand 
of underarm preparation, Mum, 
came on to the market. It used a 
primitive formula of wax which 
supposedly stopped perspiration 
by plugging the pores. 

In 1914, Odo-Ro-No, with a 
base of aluminum chloride became 
the first nationally advertised 
brand. Boric acid powder com- 
bined with talcum powder and per- 
fume, bicarbonate of soda in water 
(one tablespoonfui to a glass), and 
a 10to 15 percent aqueous solution 
of aluminum composed many 
underarm preparations. A number 
of pastes and creams incorporated 
mild antiseptics such as benzoic 
acid, boric acid, zinc oxide. or 
salicylic aced. Soap and water still 
remained the best defense against 
odor 

In the 1960's the introduction of 
the aerosol container clinched hex- 
achlorophene’s domination of 
deodorant formulas. Previous 
alternative agents like aluminum 
salts, could not be used in metal 
cans because of adverse chemical 
reactions in the can and nossle 
plugging problems. Right Guard 
and other “family-type” products 
zoomed to the top of sales charts. 

The underarm products have 
continued to multiply and become 
more sophisticated. 

The continual advertising that 
B.O. and any kind of unantiseptic 
smell cannot be tolerated in 
civilized circles has been largely 
responsible for the development 
and sale of the wide variety of 
deodorant preparations in this 
country 

Ralph Nader puts it quite 
nicely, “Why wash it when you can 
spray it.”

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Congress Says No--But US 
Military Is Still In Cambodia 


(ZNS) American military ad- 
visors and troops are still illegally 
fighting in Cambodia, according to 
Steven Davis, who served as a 
documents coordinator in Saigon. 


Davis first made news when he 
revealed that the military had 
intercepted and relayed to the Pen- 
tagon top secret messages which 
had come from the White House, 
the State Department, Henry Kis- 
singer and the CIA bound for Am- 
bassador Ellsworth Bunker in 
Saigon. Davis's spying charges 
were later corroborated by 
Richard Collins, Chief of Staff of 
the US Defense Intelligence Agen- 
cy 

Davis's latest charges are that at 
least three separate American 
military operations are underway 
in Cambodia all of them in 
violation of a 1970 law passed by 
Congress. The congressional act 
specifically states that no U.S. 
military troops can be assigned to 
ground operations in Cambodia. 


However, said Davis in an inter- 
view with Sacramento § radio 
station K.Z.A.P., the following 
three operations are in effect today 
in Cambodia: 


** First, U.S. military advisors 
are directing much of the Cam- 
bodia military effort, passing along 
to the Cambodian army the orders 
and strategies coordinated out of 
the U.S. embassy in Phnom Penh. 
Davis said that documents he read 
last April indicated that there were 
at least 109 U.S. advisors in Cam- 
bodia at the time. 


** Second, Davis said that 
members of U.S. special forces 
teams are stationed on the grounin 
Cambodia, providing armed rein- 
forcements to the Cambodian ar- 
my 


** And finally, the C.1.A. has 
hired “over 100 civilians” to fight 
alongside Cambodian troops. 
These civilians, says Davis, are 
forced to renounce their U.S. 
citizenships so that, if caught, they 
would not be in violation of laws 
banning the use of Americans in 
Cambodia. 


Davis adds that these C.1.A. 
“civilians” are assigned to such 
hazardous tasks that some of them 
are paid “$5000 per week.” 

Davis’ allegations come on the 
heels of a similar report carned by 
the Washington Post last week 


Post correspondent Elizabeth 
Becker said she personally watched 
an American, U.S. Major 
Lawrence Ondecker, provide 
detailed military advice to Cam- 
bodian troops in the Kampot area 
of Cambodia — an act directly in 
violation of the 1970 congressional 
ban. 

23 US Senators, including Alan 
Cranston and John Tunney of 
California, have called for the 
Senate Armed Services committee 
to conduct an immediate inves- 
tigation into the activities of these 
US military personne! 


According to Cranston, the use 
ot US advisors is in violation “of at 
least three laws” passed by 
Congress prohibiting “the em- 
ployment of combat advisors with 
indigenous forces.” 


“Apparently it is not enough for 
Congress to pass a law,” said 
Cranston. “We must constantly 
monitor its implementation, we 


must police and publicize — 
each violation .. . We apparently 
underrated either the Ad- 


ministration’s cunning and deter- 
mination to have its way regardless 
of the law, or its ignorance of what 
1s going on.”

spoke of the growing distribution 
of trading stamps through many of 
the retail distribution centers. Ex- 
plaining that such actions should 
not be outlawed, he did emphasize 
that a greater effort should be 
made by the government and 
private industry to make the public 
more knowledgeable of trading 
stamps and their true value and 
uses. 

Sieroty said that he was in favor 
of making all major financial 
institutions tell the public more 
about the various services offered. 
In addition, he commented that the 
use of credit cards is not under suf- 


ficient control and that more effort 
is needed in that area. 
Assemblyman Barry Keene was 
also present, calling upon all con- 
sumers to “Be extremely careful at 
the marketplace and at the polls.” 


George Soareas, a represen- 
tative from Assemblyman Brigg’s 
office, spoke about AB 2776 which 
Briggs has introduced to establish 
standardization of the various cuts 
of meats. 

He said further that Briggs 
favored having a consumer on all 
advisory boards so that consumer 
views may be represented. 

Also present for the workshop 


was Mari Goldman, who is the 
chief consultant for the Joint Com- 
mittee For Legal Equality, Mike 
Gagan. representing Assem- 
blywoman March Fong and Emma 
Gunterman, a lobbyist for the Law 
Center for Senior Citizens. 


Of the many bills and proposals 
which were discussed, SB 1599 
drew much attention as it called for 
the introduction of finance cur- 
ricuium in all secondary schools 


Erickson said of the bill, “It was 
felt by most in attendance that 
more effort is needed in teaching 
students the basics of finance in the 
real worid.”

Con'd trom Page | 
who offered assistance on the 
“situation” at Sac State. 

In reality, there has never been a 
rape at this campus, but in the past 
year there have been two assaults 
with intent to rape, one case of sex- 
ual molestation, and a case of 
indecent exposure. Three of these 
led to an arrest by campus police. 

Toward the end of the meeting, 
senators questioned Yelverton 
about the need for guns in what 
they feel a non-violent crime set- 
ting at Sac State. They also asked 
how the guns would have made the 
officers more effective in past con- 
flicts 


Quickly, Yelverton eliminated 
the example of the British “no gun” 
system by mentioning their recent 
return to guns. He gave examples 
of criminal activity on campus to 
dispel the impression of this cam- 
pus as an “island of security” 
There have been two attempted 
armed robberies in the past month. 
two cases of attempted arson this 
year, and students involved ina 
$50,000 motorcycle theft ring. In 
fact. Yelverton said Sac State had 
the highest incidence of crime of ali 
California State universities over 
the past rnonth. 


The 60°s and 70's have seen in- 


creased criminal activ'ty on cam- 
puses because of its “plurn pickin”. 
Yelverton said. Campus police 
need and get more traimug than 
other peace officers because of this 
and the fact they receive more con- 
tinual close contact from peosle. 

Chief Yelverton presented a 
hardhitting case for putting guns 19 
the hands of campus police anc 
keeping insensitive off-campus 
police off campus. Senators are 
anxious to get a handle on this ts 
sue to determine just how many 
and when officers are carrviag 
guns, and what, if anything. chey 
and the students candotoesiablish 
a forum.
